the Melbourne Hotel last night. 


Speakers emphasized, however, 
that local action, however vigor- 
ous, could not provide housing for 
ee groups without federal 


Representative Frank M. Kar- 
sten of St. Louis, chief speaker. 
described the Anti-Slum Commis- 
sion’s ;'an for city aid to clear 
slums in the Olive-Market-Fif- 
teenth-Grand areas as a “wonder- 
ful suggestion.” 

“Still desperately needed, how- 
ever. is public housing for low- 
income families—the people whose 
present tenement homes will give 
way for this new development,” 
he declared. “Unfortunately, many 
people feel we should continue to 
rely on the ‘filtering-down’ process 
to provide homes for these people. 
They overlook the fact that the 
filtering-down process is the man- 


ner by which most of our present- 


day slums have developed.” 

Bill Blocked in House. 
Karsten, a Democrat, told of 
the desperate efforts he and other 
congressmen have made to force 
the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill out

With 218 Congressional signa- 
tures required on a petition to 
force the bill out of committee, 
only 51 signatures have been ob- 
tained so far, Karsten said. “We 
are daily trying to persuade other 
members to lend their support,” 
he added, “It is not an easy thing 
to do, but we are not going to 
quit without trying.”

lowing a five-week search by 
federal authorities, by-passed St. 
Louis on his return from Mexico 
City two weeks ago, to evade pos- 
sible service of the subpena here, 
the Post-Dispatch has learned. 
Dillon, who is scheduled to ap- 
pear as a witness Monday in Chi- 
cago before a special federal 
grand jury investigating the easy 
paroles of four former Capone 
gangsters, had left Mekico before 
it became known publicly that he 
had gone to a country where he 
could not be legally served with 
a subpena. ö 
Returning from Mexico, Dillon 
drove to Rolla, Mo., 90 miles 
southwest of St. Louis, where he 
stopped with a sister, Mrs. E. J. 
Mrs. Campbell 
that on leaving, he told her he 
Was going to Boston to visit .a 
son,“ Phillip Dillon. Mrs. Cam 
bell told a reporter he did not 


discuss his being sought as a wit. 


ness. 

When it had been established 
that Dillon had gone to Mexico, 
the United States Marshal's of- 
fice in Chicago, whose duty it was 
to serve the subpena for United 
States Attorney Otto Kerner Jr., 
enlisted the aid of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, but the 
agents were too late to find Dil- 
lon at border points to serve him 
with the subpena as he entered 
this ¢ountry. 

Added impetus was given the 
search for Dillon when a congres- 
sional committee A 
the paroles announced it had a 
summons for Dillon also. The 


committee reconvenes in Wash- 


ington on Monday. Agents traced 
Dillon to Newton, a suburb of Bos- 
ton, and there deputies of. the 
United States Marshal's office at 
Boston served the subpena. 
Dillon was the second of four 


key witnesses in the inquiry to 


be located. Francis Curry, hand- 
book operator of Joliet, III., ap- 
peared Thursday in Chicago and 
testified before the grand jury for 
two hours. Willie Heeney of Cic- 
ero, III., former St. Louis pick- 
pocket and later Chicago Public 
Enemy No. 7, and Joseph Korn- 
gold, alias “Fifke,” gambling czar 
of Cicero, III., have not been 
found. 


Curry told reporters before he 
testified that he had been on a 


vacation. He said he met Dillon 
by chance at the Broadmoor Hotel 
in Miami Beach, Fla., late in Jan- 
uary. Curry said he went on to 
Cuba and then to California be- 
fore returning to Chicago this 
week. He said he did not know 
where Dillon went after their 
chance meeting.

Two persons were injured in a 
tornado at Roxana, southeast of 
Alton, yesterday afternoon. The 
storm was dne of a series that 
struck the St. Louis area during 
the afternoon and evening, caus- 
ing much property damage, most 
of it ‘minor. 

Wayne Olive of Sorento, III., a 
carpenter at the Shell refinery 
at Roxana, and a companion were 
on a scaffold which collapsed dur- 
ing the storm. Olive fell about 
25 feet to the ground but his com- 
panion dived into a nearby tank 
of water and was uninjured. 

Hit by Flying Debris. 

William Young of Clifton Hill, 
III., was truck by flying debris 
when he attempted to run from 
u garage to a house in Roxana. 
He was not seriously injured. 

Several residents told a Post- 


* 


nel-shaped cloud approaching the 
town from the south. It crossed 
Route 111 near the refinery, they 
said, and then continued into the 
business district. Electric line 
poles in a 200-foot-wide path were 
pushed over by the wind near the 
refinery. 

The upper half of the south 
wall of a two-story brick building 
occupied by O.L.D,. Forwarding, 
Inc., in Roxana collapsed and fell 
outward, damaging two automo- 
biles parked in the street beside 
it. Two employes of the building 
who were attempting to hold a 
door shut on the first floor at the 
time were not injured. 

At least one small garage was 
demolished, and a number of 
buildings were unroofed or dam- 
aged by falling trees or tree limbs 
which had been broken, 

Most of the damage reported in 
the immediate St. Louis area was 
in the northern part of the city 
and county, For the most part it 
consisted of broken plate glass 
windows, light globes and tree 
limbs, and advertising signs and 
chimneys blown down. Localized 
areas were without street lighting 
for a time. 

Trolley Poles Down. 

A spokesman for the Public; 
Service Co. said about 2000 per- 
sons who use the Woodson carline 
were delayed when six trolley 
poles were blown over in the 8500 
block of St. Charles Rock road, 
St. Johns, at 5:45 p.m. Busses 
were placed in operation on the 
line within 20 minutes and con- 
tinued the line’s regular schedules 
until this morning, when regular 
service was restored. 

The Weather Bureau reported a 
maximum wind velocity of 40 
miles an hour recorded at the 
downtown office and 32 miles an 
hour at Lambert-St. Louis Field; 
with higher velocities in gusts at 
both places. Rainfall of a half 
inch was recorded downtown, and 
68 at the airport. There was no 
interference with commercial 
plane operations. 

Minor damage from the storm 
was reported in East St. Louis 
and Belleville. Radio Station 
WTMV, _ off the air for 18 
minutes düring the afternoon, aft- 
er a piece of metal guttering fell 
across an electric line at Sixth

8. The Southern Governors’ 
Conference was summoned to 
meet in Washington March 13 to 
hear a special committee's re- 
port on the civil rights fight. 
McGrath refused to yield to the 
committee’s request Monday 
that President Truman  with- 
draw his proposals. 

Opposes Truman Plan. 

Hamilton, in a letter to Sen- 
ator McGrath (Dem.), Rhode 
Island, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, said 
he had “arrived at this decision 
because of the fact that I cannot 
in any way agree with the civil 
rights program promulgated by 
the President and indorsed by you 
officially as chairman, 

“I believe that this program will 
effectuate untold damage to equi- 
table solutions to the racial rela- 
tions that should and must be 
ultimatetly arrived at.” 

He was appointed director of fi- 
nance and temporary acting treus- 
urer of the national party in Octo- 


ber 1947, by Robert Hannegan, 


then national chairman, and Mc- 
Grath, who already had been se- 
lected to succeed Hannegan. It 
was said that Hamilton has not 
been active in the finance job for 
some time. 

Southern Governors will meet 
the day after McGrath confers 
with a newly appointed executive 
committee of the Democratic na- 
tional committee. 

Stalwarts on Committee. 

Although this group has been 
named to “implement the opera- 
tions” of the national convention, 
the status of the Southern Demo- 
crats presumably will not be over- 
looked. On the committee are 
such party stalwarts as Edward 
J. Kelly of Chicago, David I. 
Lawrence of *Pittsburgh, Frank 
McHale of Indianapolis and for- 
mer National Chairman Edward J. 
Flynn of New York. 

Democratic rebels in Congress, 
meanwhile, prepared to renew 
their fight next week against en- 
actment of anti-lynching and anti- 
poll tax legislation. Both of 
these are part of Truman's civil 
rights program. 

Approved by a Senate rules 
subcommittee 3 to 0 yesterday, the 
anti-poll tax bill was scheduled 
for prompt clearance by the full 
committee early next week. Re- 
publicans head both groups. They 
rejected a demand by Senator 
Stennis (Dem.), Mississippi, for 
public hearings in the seven 
Southern states which require a 
voter to pay a tax before he can 
cast his ballot. 

Passed By House. 

The bill, already passed by the 
House, would permit voting in 
federal elections regardless of 
state poll taxes. 

Meanwhile, two Southerners 
spoke out against the move 
launched by Gov. Tuck of Vir- 
ginia to bar Truman’s name from 
state ballots, 

Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
denounced it as a “brazen” at- 
tack on the voters’ freedom of 
choice. He said in a statement 
that this would give voting 
power to “a little group of party 
bosses” rather than the people 
themselves, 

Democratic Gov. Earle Clements 
of Kentucky told a reporter in 
Frankfort he had no intention of 
asking his General Assembly to 
eliminate the names of presi- 


dential candidates from the state

In Richmond, action on Tuck’s 
proposal appeared slated for 
temporary sidetracking in the 
Virginia General Assembly. 

The Assembly convened at noon 
in its first Saturday meeting of 
the current session.

CHICAGO, Feb. 28 (UP)-—The 
National Safety Council reported 
today that traffic deaths dropped 
13 per cent in January, compared 
with the same month in 1947. The 
January death tol] was 2130. Last 
year 2450 persons died. 

The council said there were no 
‘traffic fatalities in North Dakota 
—the first time thate any state 
has had a death-free month, except 
while wartime travel restrictions 
were in force.

Czech Peasants 

Communists Will Get 

Rid of All ‘Agents of 
Reaction.’

PRAGUE, Feb. 28 (Af) — 


Premier Klement Gottwald of 
Czechoslovakla's new Communist- 
dominated Government said today, 
“We will have a complete change.” 

Gottwald made his statement at 
the opening of a farmers’ and 
peasants’ rally here. 

“Merely changing a few people 
in the Government is not enough,” 
he’ declared. “New stage settings 
are not enough. We will become 
merciless in getting rid of agents 
of domestic and foreign reaction.” 

Meanwhile, the policé™ 
nounced that a former Minister 
of Justice, Dr. Prokop Drtina, 
was found severely injured in 
front of his Prague villa today. 

They said a letter was found 
which indicated Drtina had tried 


‘to kill himself by jumping from 
a window. 


He is in a hospital 

with head injuries, but will live if 

further complications do not set 

in, the official announcement said. 
A Friend of Benes. 

Drtina was one of three cabinet 
ministers who were intended vic- 
tims’ of intercepted bombs last 
September: He is a close friend 
of President Eduard Benes, who, 


‘bowing to the Communist pres- 
sure, yesterday swore in Gottwald 


and his hand-picked cabinet. 

Drtina blamed Communists for 
the bomb plot against himself and 
his two colleagues and had several 
members of the party arrested at 
Olomouc in an investigation of the 
incident“ He was one of the cab- 
inet ministers whose resignations 
preceded the Communist coup 
this week. 

The. Peasant Congress which 
Gottwald addressed was sum- 
moned to meet in Prague simul- 
taneously with a mammoth review 
of Prague police and the workers 
militia which dided Gottwald to 
seize power. He told the massed 
thousands that on Feb. 26 we 
closed one and began another pe- 
riod in the life of the republic. 
The defeat of reaction was con- 
cluded.” 

Pledges Land Distribution, 
Gottwald said that all property 
holdings of more than 50 hectares 
(123.554 acres) would be distrib- 
uted among the people. 

“We want the constitution to 
contain a proviso that the land 
can be owned only by those who 
work on it, so all talk of kolchoz 
(collective farms) may be denied,” 
he said. 

“We fully support the demand 
to nationalize all business, control 
all imports and exports through 
the Ministry of Foreign Trade, 
nationalize all plants of more than 
50 employes, and write into the 
constitution a clause saying that 
private ownership of plants under 
50 employes would be constitution- 
ally assured, 

“Tt is necessary to purge exist- 
ing political parties and other or- 
ganizations of the illegal agents 
of reaction.

Mothers Object to Boy Killer 


CANON CITY, Coio, Feb. 28 
(UPY — The Canon City School 
Board asked the Colorado Attor- 
ney General today whether a 12- 
year-old boy, sentenced to the 
state penitentiary this week for 
murder, could attend a Canon City 


grade school. 

Warden Roy Best believes that 
young James Melton should be 
allowed to attend sixth-grade 
classes ,with other children. Mel- 
ton was sentenced to from 12 
years to life for the murder of his 
17-year-old sister last Christmas. 

Since the start of confinement 
a few days ago, Best has at- 
tempted what he calls a new style 
of rehabilitation. Instead of put- 
ting Melton in a cell, Best took 
the boy into his own home, gave 
him a

room near that of his 


nephew and a bicycle to ride to 
school. 

„He's not a criminal at heart,” 
Best said. “I want to rehabilitate 
him. I'll raise him like a kid of 
my own.” But Best found it wasn't 
that easy. 

The school board, best by hor- 
rified mothers, wouldn’t rule on 
the question. It asked the Attor- 
ney General to rule on two ques- 
tions: 1. If the warden offers the 
boy as a pupil, does the board 
have to accept him? 2. If the 
school board deems it unwise, does 
it have to accept him?

They said he asked that 
the Finnish Government take im- 
mediate steps to open negotiations 
toward a treaty either in Moscow 
or Helsinki. 

Two Nations Have Trade Pact. 

Finland already has a trades 
treaty with Russia. A defense 
treaty would give Russia a chain 
of such pacts with neighbors from 
the Black Sea on the south te 
far north of the Baltic. 

Some sources said the proposed 
treaty would be quite similar to 
that Russia signed with Czecho- 
slovakia in 1945. That pact was 
a 20-year treaty of friendship and 
mutual defense against Germany 
or any power allied with Ger- 
many, directly or indirectly, in 
war. 

Czechoslovakia passed this week 
under a Communist - controlled 
Cabinet. The new Government 
was sworn in yesterday in Prague. 

Political observers expressed 
concern over the Sotiet note to 
Finland in view of the impend- 
ing parliamentary elections, sched- 
uled for July.

But a start had been made by 
Krupp. As early as November 
1925 Col. Gen. Hans von Seeckt, 
chief of the German Army’s high 
command, paid a formal visit to 
Essen. The notes of his trip show 
| that within a matter of hours 
after his arrival the subject of a 
“German tank” had been broached. 

Krupp was prepared, It had 
retained its designers at its own 
expense—which it was later to 
charge to the government sev- 
eral times over. By 1942, when 
there seemed no longer any rea- 
son for keeping these matters 
secret, Krupp boasted in a mem- 
orandum that, except for one 
new safety mechanism, “the 
basic principles of armament 
and turret design for tanks had 
ready been worked out (by 
Krupp) in 1926.”

The shipping tickets 
bore no names, but code designa- 
tions. Spare parts, which were 
sent periodically for the next three 
years, arrived without even trade 
marks of their manufacture. 

Gathering trained personnel for 
these experiments was done 
guardedly. In relays, enginéers 
and designers were ordered to re- 
port to the apartment of one 
Wilhelm Frege, in an unobtrusive 
section of Berlin. The men were 
told only that their destination 
was “Russia,” which is a fairly 
large destination. They were 
sworn to secrecy even about that. 

Frege appears only dimly, but 
his connections must have been 
good, He supplied the little expe- 
dition with mimeographed book- 
lets, explaining what clothing and 
other incidentals they would re- 
quire. He produced = passports, 
Soviet visas, and railroad tickets 
via Riga. 

Not even the families who re- 
mained in Germany could be told 
where the men were going. Frege, 
for the duration of the scheme, 
served as an intermediate post 
office. There would be no telltale 
cancellations on stamps or enve- 
lopes. 

Learning of Immense Value. 

From late 1929 until September, 
1933, there was to be a good deal 
of coming and going along this 
devious route. A Krupp engineer 
named Hugo Walther was in 
charge on the spot. His visitors 
included top designers and engi- 
neers. Regular replacements kept 
the Krupp contingent in Kazan 
constantly at about 12. 

Not all the visitors were what 
they appeared. One, who went as 
“Mr. Hacher,” has been identified 
since as a German army major 
named Harpe. He was to return 
to the Soviet Union later—as a 
colonel general in an = invading 
army. 

In Kazan the Germans lived and

Senate Group Hearing

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28— Three 
Cabinet officers will appear before 
the Senate Judiciary Committee 
next week to voice their opposi- 
tion to Senate resolution 1988, it 
was learned today.as proponents 
of the quitclaim legislation neared 
conclusion of their week-long tes- 


timony, 

The controversial bill, which 
would reverse the Supreme Court 
decision of last June 23 awarding 
the Federal Government full do- 
minion over the submerged lands 
off the coat of California, will be 
opposed in personal appearances 
by Defense Secretary Forrestal, 
Attorney General Clark, and In- 
terior Secretary Krug. 

They are expected to contend 
that exploration and exploitation 
of the oil and gas beneath the so- 
called tidelands should be con- 
trolled by thé Federal Govern- 
ment as a matter of vital national 
security, in accordance with the 
Supreme Court’s ruling. These 
three officials and their assist- 
ants drafted Senate bill 2165, in- 
troduced last week, setting forth 
administrative detail for control 
of the marginal lands by the Gov- 
ernment, 

Many Proponents Testified. 

Sd far as is known, they are the 
only opponents of the quitclaim 
bill who are scheduled to be heard 
by the judiciary subcommittee, of 
which Senator E. H. Moore, Okla- 
homa Republican and an oilman, 
is chairman. In contrast, the Na- 
tional Association of Attorneys 
General, which is directing the 
presentation of testimony in be- 
half of the measure, has placed 
scores of proponents before the 
committee, including, numerous 
governors and state attorneys gen- 
eral. 

The prevailing opinion of the 
Judiciary Committee on the issue 
has been made clear at the open 
hearings.

He explained to 
the Post-Dispatch that this was 
a reference to the monthly 
amount of the requested rate in- 
creases, The delay in resumption 
ia to allow time for the commia- 
sion’s technical staff to finish 
preparation of evidence, 

The company completed presen- 
tation of its principal testimony 
today, but may desire to add some 
additional evidence when the hear- 
ing reconvenes. Under direction 
of the commission it will produce 
records of sales to Southwestern 
Bell of equipment and materials 
used in Missouri, made by West- 
ern Electric Co. 

Participants in the hearing 
were of the opinion this might 
prove of great importance in the 
attack on plant investment and 
maintenance charges of South- 
western Bell. Western Electric, 
like Southwestern Bell, is owned 
by American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co, | 

Two Other Developments, 

Two other significant develop- 
ments as the hearing closed were 
a showing that the current pro- 
gram of conversion of exchanges 
to dial operation might result in 
a substantial saving in operating 
expenses, and an admission by a 
company witness that the item of 
“rearrangements and changes” of 
plant would be reduced as the 
outcome of the huge construction 
program under way. 

Max L. Hilliard of Webster 

Groves, general plant supervisor, 
who began testifying yesterday, 
concluded today.

There are memories of them talking, in 
exactly the same courteous voice, to an 
officer or to a road-sweeper; or treating 
a shop-girl with as much deference as 
though she were a duchess; yes, and of 
them monopolizing the taxis until even 
those who had never afforded a taxi in 
their lives had to have a grumble about 
it. Anyway, never again will an Eng- 
lishman think of his American brother 
as anything but a high-class gent. 

But what of the reverse picture? De- 
spite Hollywood's insistence, the average 
Englishman is not either a monocled 
silly ass or an illiterate cockney. 

There were many such people in Boer 
War days; but if one is met with today 
he is regarded with as much nostalgic 
amusement as an American would re- 
gard one of the old rip-roaring Western

The Shortage of Nurses 


In this day of shortages, one of the most seri- 
ous is that of nurses. As a result, many of the 
critically sick are being tragically neglected. 
That both doctors and hospital authorities are 
aware of this is indicated by discussions such 
as those of the nursing education conference of 
the Catholic Hospital Association, being held 
just now in St. Louis. 

A local hospital recently was unable to supply 
a nurse in a case of brain surgery after the op- 
‘eration. In a New Vork haspital, a patient died 
while still under anesthesia because there was 
no nurse at the bedside to report the first warn- 
ing symptom. 

Doctors can cite only too many similar exam- 
ples. Dr. Howard Naffziger of San Francisco, 


chairman of a special committee of the American 


Surgical Association, says that there is a 55 to 60 
per cent shortage of nurses. Worse, the quality 
of care is down 75 per cent, he says. This is 
due, in part, to what Dr. Howard Wise of Balti- 
more calls “the interrupted, lick-and-promise, 
hummingbird type of attention” of over-busy 
student nurses. He estimates that 70 to 90 per 


cent of the care now is of this type although | 


from 40 to 60 cents of every hospital dollar goes 
for nursing. Even so, 33,000 badly needed beds 
are being kept empty, according to the American 
Hospital Association. 

* — * 

The situation is even worse when help is need- 
ed in the home. The American Nurses’ Associa- 
tion admits that 46 per cent of all calls simply 
cannot be filled. Further, private nursing care 
has become forbiddingly expensive for many 
families. Where 24-hour service is needed, it 
generally runs to $168 a week—three eight-hour 
nurses a day at $8 eath. 

All this has come about despite the fact that 
there are more registered nurses in the United 
States than ever before—318,000. Ella Best, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the Nurses’ Association, says 
it is impossible for the nurses to render service 
to all who need it because of “the great expan- 
sion of public health programs, the rising birth 
rate, a vast increase in hospital building, the 
growth of voluntary prepaid medical and health 
insurance plans, and an increasing number of 
veterans obtaining medical attention from the 
Veterans’ Administration.” 

Others, however, complain that nurses are be- 
ing educated away from the bedside. Emphasis 
is put on the operating room, the laboratory and 
the administrative desk, not to mention scores 
of outside jobs which range all the way from 
public health and industrial nursing to riding 
an airplane as a hostess. The director of one 
nurses’ training school has been quoted as say- 
ing that she hoped she would never see one of 
her graduates at a bedside. ° 

There is, of course, a need for experts, but too 
much attention has been turned to the somewhat 
better paid jobs by ever-rising standards of nurs- 
ing education, Candidates for the nursing schools 
not only must have been in the upper portion 
of their high school classes, but in many cases 
also must have finishéd two years of college 
work. Already three nursing schools require a 
degree for admission. 

te * 

The National League of Nursing Education be- 
lieves that its members should be trained in 
physiology, anatomy, microbiology, materia medi- 
ca, pathology, obstetrics, sociology, pediatrics, 
chemistry, psychiatry, diet therapy and an as- 
sortment of other subjects. This is urged to give 
prestige to the nursing profession, but it sounds 
more like: educational,snobbery. It has brought 
on “the paradox of nurses who are too good 
for bedside nursing.” : 

The answer is taking the form of a demand 
on the part of a growing section of the medical 
profession for a reform in nurses’ training. Many 
doctors are convinced that a reasonably intelli- 
gent, healthy and willing high school graduate 
can be trained for 80 per cent of all nursing 
duties in two years, Some even say that it can 
be done in a year, Let those who have their 
hearts set on the specialties take the long course, 
say these doctors, but let the hospitals also pro- 
vide the shorter training period: and let the 
graduates be registered as practical nurses. 


Already the National Association for Practical 
Nurse Training has been formed. New York, 
Michigan and other states have recognized such 
nurses. Sheer demand probably will give them 
their chance eventually throughout the country. 

It is not likely that they will greatly reduce 
the cost of nursing—except in the home where 
they will accept some household duties such as 
cooking. " Nurses are entitled to fair pay, fair 
hours, social security protection and similar 
benefits. And they should have them. But the 
pressing problem for the community is the short- 
age of nurses, 
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Centennial 

The orators and editorial writers in Soviet 
Russia had a big time yesterday. They cele- 
brated the 100th anniversary of the Commu- 
ist Manifesto. If the composer had not been 
found wallowing in Western heresy, the massed 
bands of the Red Army might have blared out 
a Shostakovich symphony before Lenin’s tomb.

The Russian Government has a way of getting 
things done. This, on the centennial of the 
manifesto, may have reminded a few of the dem- 
onstrators that it was the chief boast of Kar! 
Marx that the flowering of Communism would 
see the withering of government. 
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For Missouri’s Grossly Underpaid 

The case for state minimum wage legisla- 
tion was well made before the Missouri House’s 
Labor Committee by William Stix of St. Louis 
and representatives of the Missouri Association 
for Social Welfare. 

As things stand now, 40,000 Missourians are 
without minimum wage protection simply be- 
cause laundry, hotel and restaurant work is not 
considered to be in interstate commerce, These 
and other intrastate workers are entitled to the 
same reasonable protection that interstate work- 
ers enjoy, The wage floor for workers in inter- 
state commerce should be widened to reach in- 
trastate workers. The only way to widen it is 
through state action. 

Those groups which presented this case to 
the Legislature are not wild-eyed in any sense. 
They are motivated by a sense of justice and 
by a desire to protect Missouri against disas- 
trous cuts in purchasing power should there be 
a recession, 

The bill in its amended form is simple and 
reasonable, Objections raised against the crea- 
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tion of a new and powerful state administrative 
department have been met. The present bill 
would charge the existing State Industrial Com- 
mission with enforcement. It would permit rate 
changes only by the Legislature. 

There is no risk and much gain in such a 
modest measure. It should be passed. 
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For Freedom to Teach 


A check on cases involving academie freedom 
and tenure in recent years shows the following 


steady decline: 


The organization which is responsible for this 
wholesome downward trend is now meeting in 
St. Louis. This is the American Association of 
University Professors. Before the AAUP was or- 
ganized under the chairmanship of John Dewey 
in 1915, the individual college teacher had to go 
it alone—or with such faint help as he could 
collect among his generally timid colleagues. 
The result was that the professor with the cdéur- 
age of his convictions often lost his academic 
head. Moreover, the Thorstein Veblens were 
blacklisted and found it hard to get a place on 
some other faculty. 

The AAUP is now 28,000 strong. It operates 
of university teachers, by university teachers, 
but not exclusively for university teachers. What 
it has done to establish and guarantee academic 
freedom has permeated into the far corners of 
the national life. This does not mean that the 
AAUP makes a cause celebre out of every aca- 
demic freedom case, Its reeord for the 10 years 
ending in 1946, from which we compiled the 
above table, shows that complaints are evalu- 
ated for what they are worth. After investiga- 
tion, the complainant himself may withdraw his 
charge. Or the investigators may reject the com- 
plaint as unworthy. Other times the AAUP goes 
to the mat with the university administration in 
a finish fight. ö 

Fifteen years ago the University of Pittsburgh 
had a chancellor, one John G. Bowman, who 
imposed a reign of fear and intimidation over 
his faculty. He made no bones about denying 
academic freedom and several teachers includ- 
ing Ralph E. Turner, now teacher of history at 
Yale, were fired or quit. Proving itself in this 
and similar-cases, the AAUP put the University 
of Pittsburgh on its “censured” list. There Pitts- 
burgh stayed until it got ready to guarantee free- 
dom for its teachers. Today Pittsburgh makes 
strong provision for teachers’ rights. Many such 
cases could be cited. 

In a word, the AAUP has been the chief 
means for enforcing the basic freedoms of the 
Bill of Rights in university life and teaching. 
The decline in its cases measures inversely the 
effectiveness of its good work. 
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How Many MacVeaghs? 
It is good news that Ambassador Lincoln Mac- 
Veagh has been withdrawn from Athens and 
will not be returned. MacVeagh, who knows 2a 


great deal of classical Greek history and litera- 


ture, but understands very little of the longing 
of the mass of the Greek people to throw off 
the yoke of their monarchist-fascist exploiters, 
should have been recalled long since. Of Mac- 
Veagh, Marquis Childs wrote from Athens last 
summer: 
His attachment to the past—his attach- 
ment to the Greek royal tamily and, above 
all, to Constantin Tsaldaris, the mediocre 
but stubborn leader of the right-wing (so- 
called) Populist party—handicapped him. 
MacVeagh was so tory in his attachments that 
he was a sore trial to Dwight Griswold, the 
former Republican Governor of Nebraska, who 
was appointed to administer aid to Greece 
under the Truman doctrine. MacVeagh’s known 
attitude provided a great deal of ammunition 
for Greek Communists. Finally, Secretary Mar- 
shall dispatched Loy Henderson, in charge of 
Near East affairs for the State Department, to 
iron out the situation in Athens. ee 

Now MacVeagh is gone and Griswold will 
be acting Ambassador at least till next summer. 
Our chance to gain the confidence of the Greek 
people should improve. But it is a memorable 
fact that during the war and for more than two 
years afterward the State Department continued 
in a key spot like Athens an Ambassador so 
unreconstructed that a conservative ex-Governor 
of Nebraska could not abide him. 3 

It is pertinent. to inquire whether we still 
have in such places as Ankara, Rome and Paris 
counterparts of MacVeagh, whose presence 
alienates the people and helps counteract the 
effect of the generous financial aid we extend 
to Europe. 
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Mobsters as Business Men 


St. Louis has something to worry about. In 
an unobtrusive, businesslike fashion, the Capone 
syndicate has taken over the old Bev Brown- 
Gully Owen Pioneer News Service just as it 
took over the Continental Press, Inc., a similar 
race news service in Chicago. 

First a rival was set up. Then the mobsters 
bought into the ownership of the established 
firm. In Chicago, it was necessary to “bump 
off” James M. Ragen, original owner of Con- 
tinental, but the St. Louis operation was car- 
ried off without such violent incident. 

The syndicate prefers to work that way these 
days—-smoothly and quietly. But St. Louis had 
better not forget that its members are still 
“muscle men” at heart. They still use tommy- 
guns and other “persuaders” in a pinch. It is 
necessary only to recall how Carl Shelton was 
killed in the struggle over Illinois gambliee. 

But apart from murder, the element repre- 
sented by the syndicate is a menace. As was 
pointed out in the Chicago Crime Commission 
report the other day, it moves quickly to shape 
political alliances. Perhaps more may be learned 
now that Paul Dillon, the St. Louis lawyer in- 
volved in the parole of four gangsters, has been 
found and is to testify before a federal grand 
jury in Chicago. 3 

Under Mayor Kennelly, Chicago seems to be 
breaking the syndicate’s strength. St. Louis 
ought to move against it before the gang be- 
comes intrenched. The easiest way is to deprive 
it of the fat on which it thrives. That is com- 
mercialized gambling. This has been cut down 
to 30 or 40 hideaway handbooks here. All of 
them should be tracked down. A direct attack 
on the syndicate can be made by depriving it 
of telephone service. This now has been sus- 
tained by the courts. No doubt, they would hold 
likewise im connection with the baseball tickers 
and Western Union teletypes to which the syn- 
dicate is turning as substitutes for telephones. 

Good police work backed by public determina- 
tion can rid St. Louis of, these “businesslike” 
mobsters,

Peoria women who have been fighting 
the filth of fly ash for almost a quarter 
of a century might take a cue from the 
housewives of St. Louis, who have a simi- 
lar problem. In St. Louis, women have 
been conducting a postcard campaign for 
several weeks, demanding legislation to 
stop the fly ash nuisance. Last week a 
public hearing was conducted under aus- 
pices of the city gov- 
ernment. Housewives 
appeared bearing 
samples of gritty 
dust which constant- 
ly filters into their 
homes,

ple of what I swept 
up from my back 
porch the other 
morning,” one said.

That description of fly ash is familiar 
to Peorians. We feel it under our shoes 
on downtown sidewalks. Those who work 
in downtown offices wipe it off their desks 
and chairs several times a day when their 
windows are open When the wind is from 
the south, the gritty ash is carried to the 
farthest residential districts in Peoria,

Our No. 1 Problem 


A few Peorians who have been inclined 
to scoff at the seriousness of the fly ash 
nuisance in this city should ponder this 
statement by James L. Ford Jr., chairman 
of the St. Louis Citizens’ Smoke Elimina- 
tion Committee: 


“Some of us may consider slum clear- 
ance the No. 1 problem in our city. Some 


may consider the condition of the city’s. 


finances the most important problem. But 
there is no question that the biggest prob- 
lem, if measured by the largest number 
of people affected, is the fly ash problem.” 


On the same basis, the number of per- 
sons affected, fly ash might also be termed 
Peoria’s No. 1 problem. The substance 
blankets all of Peoria, especially the valley 
area, and is worst in the shopping district. 
No person who works in Peoria’s busi-

ness district, or shops there, can escape 
the irritation of eyes, skin, sinuses and 
throats and even lungs from the badly 
polluted air. 


Complaining citizens of St. Louis are 
ahead of Peorians in one respect. Quan- 
titative determinations of fly ash fall have 
been made in St. Louis. It is stated that 


more than 400 tons of fly ash, dust, cinders 


and other particles descend on St. Louis 
homes and property every day. One t 
showed pollution so great that a fall of 43 
tons per square mile was indicated.

Similar quantitative measurements in 
Peoria would probably reveal shocking air 
pollution in this city. Techniques of meas- 
urement are not difficult. They are con- 
ducted in some cities by public health de- 
partments, because air pollution is consid- 
ered a public health problem. This aspect 
of the fly ash nuisance was emphasized 
in the St. Louis hearing. One ordinance 
proposed in St. Louis would empower the 
health commissioner to take action against 
fly ash pollution by declaring the sources 
of such pollution public nuisances. An- 
other ordinance proposed in St, Louis would 
reduce the amount of fly ash permissible 
from any industrial smokestack from 75 
grains per cubic foot to .33 grains. These 
facts show that Peorians, as compared with 
the citizens of St. Louis, have not yet really 
begun to attack the fly ash nuisance, 


But in Peoria we enjoy one advantage, 
if we cared to make something of it. There 
are many major sources of air pollution 
in St. Louis, and that complicates their 
problem. But in Peoria we are certain 
(as certain as we can be in the absence of 
quantitative determination, which more 
enlightened public health administration 
would provide) that the one major source 
of our fly ash pollution is the Central IIli- 
nois Light Co, power plant directly across 
the river from Eckwood Park. Countless 
tons of pulverized ash have been blown 


into the city for 24 years from that source. 


For this destructive nuisance and menace 
to public health we must blame a utility 
company that has been callous to the com- 
fort and health of the community all these 
years, city officials who have been negli- 
gent in tolerating the nuisance, and public 
health officials who to this day refuse to 
admit publicly that pollution of air by fly 
ash is a serious problem in public health.

The word has gone forth from Moscow. 
Shostakovitch and Prokofiev are convicted 
of “journalistic perversions” and “anti-dem- 
ocratic tendencies” and will now presum- 
ably follow the humorist Tostchenko and 
the historian Varga into obscure silence. 

There may be an alternative open to 
them. Positive instruction has accompa- 
nied condemnation, a demand that music 
shall sing a democratically comprehensible 
tune; and the censured composers may 
work their passage home to respectability 
by an adequate output of hummable melo- 
dies, such as “My Little Grey Home in the 
Urals,” “After the Purge was Over,” the 
“War March of the NKVD” and the “Har- 
monious Stakhanovite”—finally demonstrat- 
ing their political soundness with a Marxist 
version of “Gott Straf England.”

It indicates to 
the Western world a hitherto unnoticed 
channel of access to Russian public opinion, 
The crime of Shostakovitch and his fellow- 
sinners was that they were Westernizers, 
corrupted by the approval and applause of 
the Fascist beasts who read the New States- 
man and frequent Carnegie Hall. a 

Well and good. Let the Foreign Office 
brief the critics, and let them do their stuff. 
Let them ecstatically analyze the oratorical 
cadences of Mr. Zhdanov, and prostrate 
themselves before the monolithic magnifi- 
cence of Mr. Molotov’s Ewiges Nein. Let 
them demand for Gromyko a pedestal. The 
public, once aware of its role, will surely 
back them up, directing a barrage of fan- 
mail on the selected targets, and offering 
large sums by advertisement for any avail- 
able locks of Mr. Molotov’s hair. Who can 
doubt the result? 


One can at least be certain that the Rus- 


sians will not retaliate by sending a mis- 
sion, on behalf of their art galleries, to 
negotiate the purchase of a steady supply 
of landscapes by Mr. Churchill.

as the author shows, that struggle brought 
on the illness that caused his death. 
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Several things particularly relevant to 
our times are seen clearly in this study of 
a political dynasty. The transformation 
from Republican orthodoxy to Progres- 
sivism was no miracle, It came out of 
the tircless efforts of an idealist who be 
lieved that the people could be educated to 
understand the issues of the day. Out of 
such continuous struggle came a political 
movement that showed remarkable cohe- 
siveness for a long and eventful period. 


The discussion of the rise and fall of the 
Progressive party in Wisconsin and its fail 
ure to win national support, is especially 
significant today. It was the parochial qual- 
ity of the movement that prescribed its Um- 
itations. The elder LaFollette in 1924 de- 
nounced the Communists who would have 
ridden on his coattails in order to serve 
their own purposes. As LaFollette said at 
that time, those purposes are contrary to 
the basic principles and objectives of Amer- 
ican democracy. 

I found myself wishing that Mr. Doan 
had filled in more of the background. Thus 
he passes over in a sentence or two the 
unfortunate attempt of LaFollette to launch 
a third party. The end of the Progressive 
party is as significant as its origin. 

* . * 

T wish too, the author had devoted more 
space to the reasons for the defeat of Sen- 
ator LaFollette in 1946. As he suggests, it 
was due in no small degree to the defection 
of labor votes in Milwaukee where the in- 
fluence of Communist-dominated unions 
was important. The reason for the defec- 
tion is believed to have been the fact that 
the Senator had criticized Russia in a Sen- 
ate speech in 1945, 

Mr. Doan tells how much stress the elder 
LaFollette put on the magazine he founded 
in Wisconsin in 1909. That was one of the 
means he used to carry on his unceasing 
campaign of political education. 

This is an important fact and Mr. Doan’s 
worthwhile study serves to call it to atten- 
tion. As the elder LaFollette loved to re- 
mind the regular Republicans, the Pro- 
gressive reforms which they earlier reject- 
ed were one by one enacted into law. That 
is the way of progress in America. Some 
day, let us hope, a biographer will do full 
justice to the LaFollettes. This is a good 
source book from which he can draw,

There has never in this century 

been any question of our being 
able to pay for commodities like 
coffee or rubber or woodpulp that 
we wish to import. We have al- 
ways had plenty of gold, plenty of 
gold dollars and a surplus of ex- 
ports. 
Without a special effort and 
cult for Americans to realize how 
countries like Canada and Swe- 
den, which were not ravaged by 
the war, can find themselves in 
financial difficulties today. It is 
not immediately obvious that they 
are in trouble because they sell 
to countries which pay them in 
money — but not in the kind of 
money that can be used to buy 
what they need. 


Canada: Our Best Friend. 


To explain this peculiar difficul- 
ty, which contemporary Ameri- 
cans have never encountered, is 
like explaining why the earth is 
round to a man who says that it 
has always been flat where he has 
been living. 

Yet unless we decide that we 
shall make ourselves understand 
their peculiar difficulty, we shall 
say and do things which wound 
deeply all the best friends we 
have on earth.

Austin's Indecisive 


President's Own Indecision — Differences 
dn Use of Force Not Resolved. 


Statement Reflects

T HE perfectly sound, perfectly 
agonized indecision. 


The presidential wriggling to es- 
cape the horns of his dilemma has 
been so desperate that he put off 
approving even this facing-both- 
ways statement until after his de- 
parture for the Virgin Islands. It 
was in the islands, on Sunday, 
that he finally gave his belated 
approval. His telegram reached 
Washington so late on Monday 
that the State Department had to 
cancel plans for a very necessary 
briefing of, the press on the legal 
niceties of this vital declaration of 
American purposes. 


What is still more extraordi- 
nary, the Austin statement actual- 
ly seems to mask a continuing re- 
fusal to graps either of the horns 
of the Palestine dilemma. There 
is in the statement a kind of be- 
ginning of a policy, This country 
will not impose partition by force. 
But it will join in any United Na- 
tons effort to safeguard interna- 
tional peace and security. And it 
wishes the nature of this effort 
to be determined by a special com- 
mission of the old U.N, Big Five 
— Britain, France, China, the So- 
viet Union and the United States 
—under Article 106 of the U.N. 
Charter, 

Differences Not Resolved. 

This ia only the beginning of a 
policy, for two very simple rea- 
sons, The President has not re- 
solved the differences within the 
Administration over what next 
step in Palestine we should press 
for—whether trusteeship, or frank 
reopening of the settlement pro- 
posed by the U.N, General Assem- 
bly, or enforcement of this settle- 
ment under the guise of maintain- 
ing international peace, 

More incredible still, the Presi- 
dent has not resolved the even 
more pressing differences over 
the implementation of whatever 
decision the U. N. may make, No 
matter what this decision is, some 
kind of international force will be 
needed in Palestine. This force 
must be mainly either American, 
or Russian, or both. There is no 
approved American blueprint for 
such a force. 

The source of the President’s in- 
decision is easy to discern—all 
three alternatives now really open 
to him are almost unthinkable. 
Positive advocacy of reopening the 
Palestine settlement means public 
eating of crow, with violent re- 
sulting political repercussions. Do- 
ing nothing at all means letting 
the Jews be pushed into the sea. 
And taking responsibility for the 
enforcement of the U.N. General 
Assembly’s recommendations 
means asking Congress for au- 
thority to send an American force 
to Palestine, perhaps requesting 
partial national mobilization in or- 
der to provide such a force, and 
risking a resulting sordid out- 
break of racial feeling.

The Rev. Dr. Skilling, who en- 
tered the hospital in January 
1946, had been living in recent 
years with his son, Dr. David M. 
Skilling Jr., a physician, at 610 
South Berry road, Webater Groves, 

Funeral services will be Mon- 
day afternoon at 3 o'clock at the 
church, Gore and Lockwood ave- 
nues. The Rev. Dr. Harry T. 
Scherer, pastor, will officiate. 
Burial will take place in Oak Hill 
Cemtery. 

Born in Lonaconing, Md., the 
son of Dr. and Mra, John D. Skill- 
ing, the Rev. Dr. Skilling attend- 
ed Washington and Jefferson Col- 
lege in Washington, Pa., and 
Western Theological Seminary at 
Pittsburgh. He was ordained to 
the ministry in 1891. Before com- 
ing to Webster Groves he served 
in churches in Harrisburg, Pa., 
and in Pittsburgh. 


When he attempted to retire as 
pastor of the Webster Groves 
Church in 1935, after 33 years, the 
congregation unanimously voted 
not to accept his resignation. A 
year later, however, he again re- 
quested retirement on the ground 
that a “younger man must take 
my place.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 28 — 


Republicans coming into Jeffer- 
son City for the meeting of the 
Republican state committee to- 
day are optimistic that they 
will carry Missouri next Novem- 
ber. They are not so jubilant, 
however, as the success of the 
Wallace candidate in the recent 
New Tork congressional election 
might have made them. 

They probably are sincere in be- 
lieving they will win the .state, 
but the more cautious among 
them do not now foresee a wide 
margin of victory. In fact, some 
elements in their surveys worry 
them and cause some of them to 
believe the campaign will be hard. 

There is, of course, no thought 
by either Republican or Demo- 
cratic leaders that Henry A. Wal- 
lace and the PCA (Progressive 
Citizens of America) can carry 
the state, but both consider his 
candidacy a major factor in de- 
termining whether the Republican 
or Democratic ticket will have the 
majority. ä 

100,000 Wallace Votes. 

The maximum Wallace vote 
which so far has been mentioned 
among the politicians is 100,000 
out of a total vote of at least 1. 

: In considering the fact 
that Roosevelt carried the state in 
1944 by only, 46,280, the question 
of where the 100,000 Wallace votes 
will come from is the all-import- 
ant one, 

With the Roosevelt personality, 
a Wig factor particularly in St. 
Louis, no longer a matter of con- 
cern to the Republicans, they 
could naturally figure on a con- 
tinuance of the Republican trend 
which has been evident in the 
past several elections, That ia, 
they could count on that were it 
not for Wallace. 

In analyzing the situation, the 
Republicans are confident that 
the Democrats will suffer more 
than they from loss of Negro votes 
in St. Louis to Wallace. 

They are confident that rural 
Missouri will again show a sub- 
stantial Republican majority, but 
they are deeply concerned about 
some of the northern Missouri 
counties, up along the Iowa line, 
where reports indicate there is 
a very considerable Wallace senti- 
ment, and where they expect de- 
creased Republican majorities. 

St. Louis Negro Vote. 

While the questions of isolation- 

ism and the Wallace peace talk

voters in the area switched away 
from Roosevelt to Willkie. —

According to the last census, 
there were 108,763 Negroes in St.

The Negro 
registration for voting is now ap- 
proximately 48,000 and this might 
be increased to 60,000 by election 
time. About 85 per cent of the 
Negro population is concentrated 
in five wards, the Fourth, Fifth 
Sixth, Eighteenth and Nineteenth, 
in which collectively the Negroes 
constitute about 60 per cent of 
the population. 

Traditionally Republican voters, 
the Negroes switched over to 
Roosevelt in a movement of con- 
siderable proportions in the 1930s. 
A great many of them moved 
back to vote for Willkie in 1940, 
but for the most part these voted 
for Roosevelt in 1944. Since then 
there is believed to have been a 
trend among them back to the Re- 
publican party. Now Wallace en- 
ters the picture. 

There is no noticeable evidence 
so far that the Truman equal 
rights appeal fs having any ma- 
teria] effect on the Negro voters 
in Missouri.

Record in Past Elections. | 

The trend of Negro voting in 
St. Louis is ascertainable to a fair | 
degree of accuracy by the record 
of the vote in the five wards men- | 
tioned in the last several am- 
paigns, While there were changes | 
in ward lines in 1943, the five | 
wards cover virtually the same 
area as the old Fourth, Fifth, 
Sixth, Nineteenth, Twentieth and 
Twenty-third wards. The recent 
vote in the five wards is com- 
pared with the vote in the old 
six wards in the following resume: 

In 1936 Roosevelt got 62 per 
cent of the vote in the area, while 


in the city as a whole he got 67

In 1938, when the vote was 
about 40 per cent less than in 
1936, Senator Bennett C. Clark got 
63 per cent, getting the same per 
cent in the city as a whole.

LaFollette had a total vote of 
84,160 in the state, of which 28,856 
were cast in St. Louis. Although 
he had been elected to the Senate 
as a Republican, he drew his 
strength largely from liberal Dem- 
ocrats, and Coolidge carried the 
state by 75,733.

SLUM BOND ISSUE 
PLAN BACKED AT 
MIDWEST PANEL

the bill, which is aimed at stop- 
ping the spread of blighted areas 
by forcing landlords to improve 
existing housing. 

“Dingy, Smelly, Unsanitary.” 

Mrs. Clara Pendleton Welsch, 
former assistant with the City 
Plan Commission and another 
panel speaker, spoke strongly in 
favor of the Anti-Slum Commis- 
sion’s $10,000,000 bond proposal. 
Describing the “dilapidated, dingy, 
smelly and unsanitary conditions” 
in the city’s slum areas, she urged 
the trade union women to “take 
another look” at the areas before 
forming an opinion on the bond 
issue. 

There's no justification for any 
person saying, ‘It’s not my prob- 
lem,’ beause the cost of slums 
is on his tax bill whether he 
realizes it or not,” Mrs. Welsch 
said. “We don’t need national 
publicity on our slums, like we 
had on smoke, to force us into 
action. Our local press is doing a 
good job of telling us the story 
—and there certainly is enough 
leadership in the city to put the 
program across.” 

She charactcrized yesterday's 
indorsement of the slum clear- 
ance proposal by the Urban 
League as an important ges- 
ture,“ since Negro dwellers in the 
Olive-Market area will be affected 
most by the redevelopment. She 
pointed out that sponsors have 
promised ample measures to 
house persons who would be dis- 
placed temporarily during con- 
struction. . 

Arthur A. Hunn, executive sec- 
retary of the AFL Building & 
Construction Trades Council, pre- 
senting labor’s views on housing 
problems, told the trade women 
that labor was “solidly behind” all 
movements for better living condi- 
tions. 

We are on record in support of 
the midtown slum clearance plan 
proposed by Mayor Kaufmann and 
the Anti-Slum Commission, and 
we recognize the extreme impor: 
tance of multiple housing units 
for working people,” Hunn as- 
serted. 

We must have housing for the 
people who can’t pay $10,000 or 
$15,000 for a _ single-family resi- 
dence,” he declared, 

Discussing construction costs, 
Hunn acknowledged that wage in- 
creases had accounted for part of 
the rise in costs, but said that the 
average 300 per cent rise in costs 
of materials had been the chief 
contributing factor. He denied 
emphatically charges which he 
said had been made that part of 
the increased costs were due to 
slowdowns by building workers. 

Another panel member, Frank 
E. Doyle, attorney for the St. 
Louis area rent office, answering 

a series of questions put by Mrs. 
——— J. Duggan, panel moder- 
ator, said that In his opinion a 
lifting of controls at this time 
would result in sharp rent in- 
creases and many evictions, 

As proof he cited the increases 
which took place during a brief 
period in July 1946, when all con- 
trols went off as a result of fail- 
ure of Congress to renew them. 
“Some landlords raised rents 500 
and 600 per cent, and doubling of 
rents was a common practice,” he 


said. 

“Without controls, in this period 
of housing shortage, tenants 
would be forced to bid against one 
another and the sky would be the 
limit. Even now you've all heard 
of sub rosa bonuses of as much 

as $1000 offered landlords by pro- 
—— tenants.” 


Rehabilitation € Committee Formed 
- To Back Slum Bonds. 

Formation of the St. Louis Re- 
habilitation Committee, to assist 
in putting over the Anti-Slum 
Commission’s $10,000,000 city bond 
issue proposal to subsidize slum 
clearance, was completed last 
night at a meeting at 6207 
Arsenal street. 

Harry E. Bohlen, an electric 
manufacturing company employe, 
who was named temporary chair- 
man, said the committee was 
pledged to support the bond issue 
and was “in full accord with May- 
or Kaufmann that slum clearance 
in the Olive-Market-Fifteenth- 
Grand area would do more to re- 
habilitate the city generally than 
a similar undertaking in any other 
part of the city.” 

Members of the committee, com- 
posed of business and professional 
men and women, recommended 
immediate action by the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment and 
Poard of Aldermen to assure 
placing of the bond proposal on 
the ballot at the August primary. 
They’ urged also that the city 
make available immediately va- 
rious city-owned tracts for con- 
struction of low-cost housing.

WESTERN UNION DENIES GIVING 
PREFERENCE 10 GAMBLERS 


NEW YORK, Feb. 28 (AP)—The 
Western Union Telegraph Co. 
branded as “completely false” last 
night a charge that it had given 
racing wire subscribers “prefer- 
ence over war agencies” during 
the war. 

“Neither during the war nor at 
any other time have such private- 
wire subscribers ever been ac- 
corded priority over Government 


or any other kind of communica- 
tions,” said T. B. Gittings, vice 
president of the company. 

The charge was contained in a 
long-secret Government report 
which contended that West Coast 
bookies were given wartime wire 
priority over the United States 
Army and plants turning out ma- 
teriel. The report, based on an 
investigation conducted during the 
war by the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission, was presented 
Thursday to the California Public 
Utilities Commission. 

Edmund G. Brown, San Fran- 
cisco district, attorney, said both 
Western Union and Pacific Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Co., had agreed 
to withhold their facilities from 
Pioneers News Service. Pioneer, 
witnesses testified before the com- 
mission, maintains a race infor- 
mation monopoly in California. 
(The Pioneer firm in California 
is not connected with the St. Louis 
firm of the same name.)

ELOW are the remaining four 
days’ menus to complete the 
seven-day reducing diet started 


in yesterday's column, Remember 


that these menus are designed to 
reduce only those in normal health 
and who have their doctor’s ap- 
provak Continuing this diet con- 
secutively for a few weeks enables 
any healthy adult to pare down 
the pounds where the wetght will 
be normal for the individual’s 
height and age. 

Some will begin to lose weight 
immediately and will continue to 
do so at a constant rate, while 
others may not notice any reduc- 
tion for several days, Eventually 
the resistance will be broken and 
a definite and consistent loss will 
occur. Also, one can’t be off and 
on the diet according to whim, 
One must adhere rigidly and con- 
stantly to the diet to achieve re- 
sults. The diet, however, as we 
suggested yesterday, will grad- 
ually become more satisfying as 
the stomach shrinks enough to the 
size of the reduced quantities of 
food. 

The hollows in the stomach that 
cry to be filled to capacity are 
the cause of hunger. Should these 
foods in the seven-day menus be- 
come tiresome with repetition, 
vary them with other low calorie 
foods, For example, choose from 
a variety of breads. A thin slice 
from an English muffin can be 
used now and then, and if one is 
near a special bakery, use gluten 
bread. Different cuts of lean lamb 
and beef as well as changes in 
kind of fish will supply variety. 
But remember, either fish or meat 
should be broiled, baked covered 
or braised in a very small amount 
of water and without fat. There 
is also a considerable number of 
low calorie vegatables to choose 
from. All canned fruit packed 
without sugar, dried fruita cooked 
in a minimum of water without 
sugar are acceptable.
